Staff members at the Denver office emphasize that no. 
applications will be accepted after the cut-off date and 
no one will be admitted to sit for an examination without 
an appointment. “No exceptions under any 
circumstances.” 

The quarterly examination periods each start on 
Tuesdays. An estimated 50 to 100 examinations can be 
given during one day. The Denver office expects to 
receive several hundred applications for examinations, 
especially for the first period beginning Feb. 7. 

Examinations will begin on Tuesday and continue 
during the week for as many days as necessary to 
administer all the examinations requested. Applicants 
will be notified by mail which day they are to appear for 
their exams. 

Applications are to be submitted on FCC Form 610, 
which may be obtained by writing or calling the Denver 
office. 

The quarterly examination schedule is a temporary 
measure, according to a member of the Denver staff. 
Once there are sufficient Volunteer Examiner 
Coordinators to take over the amateur license 
‘examination program, FCC-administered exams will be
